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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The application filed 1/16/04 has been examined. Claims 1-7 are pending. 

2. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 119(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: Insert appropriate 
headings to identify sections of the specification. 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another 
filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an 
application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, 
except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for 
purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application 
designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Kuramochi et 
al. (6,876,915). 

A. As per claims 1 and 5, Kuramochi discloses an adaptive cruise control apparatus 
(Fig. 2) comprising a target range measuring device (14) for measuring distance and 
vehicle speed (col. 4, lines 12-13), braking system (18), throttle controller (16) and 
overall system controller (1000) for selecting at least brake control values from a look- 
up table based on distance/speed relationship (col. 5, lines 46-53). 

B. As per claims 2 and 6, as above wherein the table is also used for selecting 
throttle (speed) control values (col. 5, lines 51-53). 
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C. As per claims 3 and 7, as above whereby the system controller (1000) would 
have necessarily set the speed control value to "zero" when it was determined that the 
vehicle speed should be reduced by application of the brakes (col. 5, lines 54-57). 

D. As per claim 4, the disclosed system is mounted in a vehicle (col. 4, lines 35- 
36). 

6. Claims 1, 2 and 4-6 are further rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Ibrahim (6,778,897). 

A. As per claims 1, 2 and 4-6, Ibrahim discusses the state of the art of adaptive 
cruise control (ACC) systems as of at least November 27, 2002 (see col. 1). Ibrahim 
states that it was known that typical ACC systems included the usual distance and speed 
measuring devices as well as throttle and/or brake control systems (lines 17-30). 
Ibrahim further states that look-up tables were known to be used to control the vehicle's 
speed based on speed and distance parameters (lines 35-42). Thus, at the time of 
applicant's invention use of look-up tables in ACC systems in the manner claimed were 
known in the vehicle control art, as evidenced by Ibrahim. 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The cited documents are of general interest.
